By Invitation of the Presklent a rpe-cl- al

committee of the Commercial Trav-
elers' Protective association called on
him today to consider his recommenda-
tion that the powers of the Interstate
Commerce commission be extended so

I" as to enable the commission to pass
upon questions of railroad freight rates,
subject only to review by the courts.

The committee assured the President
that, In the stand he had taken regard-
ing railroad rates, he had the cordial
support of ihe 25.000 travelers and Job-
bers which the committee represented.
At the conclusion of the conference
Chairman Crandall of St. Louis issued a
statement In which he said:

"The T. P. A. urges the adoption of
the Coopcr-Quarl- bill as affording a
means of utilizing the present machin-
ery of the Interstate commerce law as
the basis for a more complete' system to
be developed as the need Is made appar-
ent."

IN THE SENATE.

Philippine Bill Takes Up Most of the
Time in Discussion.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 11. In the Senate
today the Phllipplno government bill and
the pure food bill were considered. Mr.

t Foraker presented a tariff amendment to
the rhlllpplnc bill, but on complaint of
Mr Dubois and other Senators that this
provision had not been contemplated when
'the Senate entered Into an agreement to
vote on the bill next Friday, It was with-
drawn.

Mr. McC'J-nbe- r engaged In a controversy
with Messrs. Aldrlch and Spoanor relative
to the possible luck of protection of im-
porters of adulterated foreign goods
against prosecution under the provisions
of the bill.

When at 2 p. m. the pure food bill gave
place to the Philippine bill. Mr, Dubois
asked that the unanimous agreement to
vols on the Philippine bill on Frldav next
be abrogated because of Mr. Forakcr's
tariff amendment to the bill Introduced to-
day. He said that the people of the West
and of his own State are greatly Interested
In the proposed reductions of duties; that
he would not willingly consent to a reduc-
tion, and that If he had known that tho
Senate would be called on to vote on tho
tariff question he would not have assented
to tho unanimous agreement to vote. Ho
expressed the opinion that the effort to se-
cure tariff legislation Is, under the clr- -.

cum9tances. unfair.
Wouldn't Cancel It.

Mr. Lodge replied that to cancel the vot-
ing agreement would bo Impossible, but
said that when the agreement waa made
he had no Information that a tariff amend-
ment would be offered.

Mr. Foraker said that he had not In-
tended to take any unfair advantage on
prcspntlng his provision, and that it Is
very similar to bills heretofore considered
by the Senate.

Messrs. Bailey and Carmack raised the
point that the Fcrakcr amendment Is out
of order, because under the Constitution
rovenue legislation must originate In the
House.

J Mr. Foraker replied that tho Constitu-
tion applies only to (he revenues of tho
United States and that tho Supreme court
has decided that the revenues of tho Phil-ippines are noi the revenues of tho United
States.

"Decided it five to four," replied Mr.
Bailey.

Mr. Foraker: "That's enough. Many
other Important questions have been de-
cided in the same' way."

Suggested Withdrawal.
Mr. Piatt (Conn.) suggested to Mr.

Foraker that ho should withdraw tho
amendment, adding that when the consent
to vote had been secured there was no
reason to apprehend that ouch a question
as that raised by the amendment would
bo presented. He agreed with Mr. Dubois
that tho Philippine tariff subject is too
important to be considered within the
time allowed.

After further debMc Mr. Foraker con-
sented not to press his amendment In

with the pending bill, but in doing
so gave notice that hereafter ho would
offer nls amendment and press it withoutfeeling called on to give special notice of
his Intentions in thnL respect.

Mr. Culberson (Tex.) gave notice thathe would offer several amendments to thebill, among them one striking out thoentire section guaranteeing Interest on
the bonds of tho proposed system of rail-
roads: He did not doubt, he said, thatrailroads were essential to tho develop-
ment of the Islands, and that their con- -

struction would Improve tho military
situation thcre,.ns well as tend to tho
establishment of an orderly ojuI stable
government, but ho contended that tno
rate of 5 imt cent Interest proposed to bo
allowed was not only oxccsslvo, but an
unnecessary burdon on a peoplo already
Impoverished by war.

No Indemnity for Interest.
Mr Nowlandn said that under tho terms

of the bill tho Philippine Government had
no Indemnity for Interest pnld on tho pro-
posed Government bond3. Ho believed tho
Government would have to pay them, and
thought tho United States could reduce
tho Interest from C to 2 per cent by
guaranteeing them, Inasmuch as this
Governmont was morally responsible In
any ovont, and he believed It should stand
pood for them from the beginning, Tho
Senate at l;41 p m. wont Into cxccutlvo
session and at 4:61 p. m. adjourned.

DRAW-BAC- K ON FLOUR.

Leading Milling Interests Confer
With Secretary Shaw.

WASHINGTON. Dec. II. At the re-

quest of Secrotary Shaw, representatives
of a number of tho leading Hour milling
Interests of tho country woro nt tho
Treasury department today In conference
with the Secrotary on tho subject of tho
relations now In reparation to allow
draw-bac- k on exported Hour mado In
part from Imported wheat. During tho
conference tho Secretary questioned tho
millers present on several matters of df"
tall In connection with tho milling of
wheat, tho condition of tho export trade
and the necessity for the action asked for.

At the conclusion of tho conferenco a
statement made by Secrotary Shaw was
given out. In which ho says:

"The Importance of tho question will bo
appreciated when It Is known that during
October. 1003. l.SOO.000 barrels of Amerlean-mad- e

Hour wore exported, and In October,
1901, less thnn S0O.0O0 barrels. In other
words, tho exportation of Amerlcan-mad- o

Hour has fallen off during tho present
soason moro than one-ha- lf If the Euro-
pean bakers that havo been uslnj? the
American-mad- e flour chango It will be
next to Impossible to get the trade
back, and It never can be gotten back un-

til tho American farmer solla his wheat
cheap enough to permit the American
miller to undor-sel- l. When the expert of
tho Treasury department was at Minne-
apolis, In November, the Shoffield-KIn- g

Milling company sent thirty-nin- e cable-
grams to Europe offering Hour at 5 cents
per barrel below tho cost of production,
as shown by the books. But two replies
were obtained. One of them rends: "It
Is absolutely useless for you to cable u
on such a basis," and the other, "Your
prices arc out of sight"

Two mills aro . now In process of
construction In .London, each with a ca-
pacity of 1000 barrels a day. Similar mills
aro being built nt Belfast and other
places. Canadian mills regularly sell Hour
for export on tho New York city market,
nnd It Is then sent through tho United
States In bond from New York. Today
tho price of American wheat Is about 1G

cents above that of Canada.

TO ENLARGE UTAH.

Tho complnlnt. stipulation
nnd Judgment were all filed at the samo
time. Tho suit was to recover for the
death of William S. Rice, a brakeman In
the employ of tho Rio Grande.
